This  book  is  published  with  the  hope  that 
many  of  the  Ford  family  will  be  interested  in 
knowing  of  their  ancestry,  and  with  the  desire 
to  promote  acquaintance  among  relatives  who 
are  widely  scattered. 

The  ancestry  of  Ansel  Ford  is  given  as  far  as 
can  be  ascertained  from  the  Probate  Records  of 
Boston  and  Plymouth,  town  records  of  Wey- 
mouth and  Abington,  Mass.,  and  other  sources. 

It  is  not  customary  to  give  the  ancestry  of 
two  families  in  one  record,  but  as  Ansel  Ford 
married  Deborah  Tower  and  their  ancestors 
came  to  Plymouth  shortly  after  the  Pilgrims 
landed,  and  in  years  after  their  ancestors  were 
among  the  first  settlers  and  pioneers  of  West- 
ern Massachusetts  before  the  town  of  Cumming- 
ton  was  incorporated,  and  as  the  two  names  be- 
came linked  in  marriage  I  thought  it  proper  to 
give  the  ancestors  of   Deborah   Tower. 

All  of  the  descendants  of  Ansel  and  Deborah 
(Tower)  Ford  are  given,  with  the  residence  of 
those  now  living  as  far  as  can  be  ascertained. 

Acknowledgment  is  hereby  made  to  many 
friends  for  valuable  assistance  rendered  in  col- 
lecting the  material  which  is  included  in  this 
work.

Jan.  3,  1698;  died  in  Hingham,  Mass.,  April 

20,  1743.  His  wife  died  in  Hingham,  Mass., 
Sept.  12,  1749.  Four  children  born  in  Hing- 
ham, Mass. 

Peter  Tower  (4th),  born  Sept.  14,  1701; 
married  Patience  Garnet  in  Hingham,  Mass., 
May  11,  1727 ;  died  in  Hingham,  Mass.,  April 

21,  1768.    His  wife  died  in  Hingham,  Mass., 


previous  to  the  death  of  her  husband.  Eight 
children  born  in  Hingham,  Mass. 

Peter  Tower  (5th),  baptized  Jan.  19,  1728; 
married  Deborah  Stowell  in  Hingham,  Mass., 
Nov.  25, 1746.  His  wife  died  in  Cummington, 
JMass.,  June  7,  1780.  Ten  children  born  in 
Hingham,  Mass. 

Peter  Tower  (5th) ;  married  (2nd)  Joanna 
Baker  in  Cummington,  Mass.,  July  11,  1809. 
No  children.  No  record  when  second  wife 
died. 

Peter  Tower  (5th)  was  in  the  war  of  the 
revolution  from  the  beginning,  removed 
from  Hingham  to  Cummington,  Mass.,  at  the 
close  of  the  war;  died  in  Cummington.  Aus:. 
4.  1814. 

Stephen  Tower  (6th),  son  of  Peter  ToAver 
(5th),  born  in  Hingham,  Mass.,  May  24,  1755; 
married  Anna  Brooker  of  Satinate,  Mass., 
April  21,  1776.  Thirteen  children,  three  born 
in  Hingham,  Mass.,  ten  in  Cummington,  Mass. 
Anna,  his  first  wife,  died  in  Cummington  Jan. 
2.  1821.  Married  second  wife,  Mary,  who 
died  in  Cummington  Jan.  2,  1826. 

Stephen  Tower  (6th)  came  to  Cummington, 
Mass.,  May  7,  1780;  four  years  after  he 
married  Anna  Brooker.  He  built  the  old 
Tower  House  in  1784.  Hauled  the  lumber  to 
build  the  house  from  Dalton,  a  distance  of 
20  miles,  with  a  yoke  of  oxen.  The  nails 
used  in  building  the  house  was  hand-made, 
and  said  to  have  been  made    by    Hezekiah 


Ford,  the  (5th).  Three  generations  of  Tow- 
ers lived  in  the  old  Tower  House. 

Stephen  Tower  (6th),  died  in  Cummington, 
1826. 

Deborah  Tower  (7th)  daughter  of  Stephen 
(6th),  and  Anna  (Brooker)  Tower,  was  born 
in  the  old  Tower  House,  July  16,  1786.  She 
lived  with  her  parents  until  June  7,  1807, 
when  she  married  Ansel  Ford  the  first  son  of 
Hezekiah  Ford  the  (6th). 


ANCESTORS  OF  ANSEL  FORD. 


Andrew  Ford  (1st),  or  originally  Foorde, 
was  born  in  Weymouth,  England,  1632;  was 
of  Scotch  parentage.  Came  to  Weymouth, 
Mass.,  at  three  years  of  age  with  his  father, 
John  Ford,  who  came  as  a  helper  in  the  fam- 
ily of  Henry  Kingman,  March  20,  1635. 
Married  Elinor  Lovell  1656.  She  Vv-as  born 
in  Weymouth,  England,  1633 ;  was  the  daugh- 
ter of  Robert  and  Elizabeth  Lovell,  who  came 
over  in  the  same  ship  with  the  Kingman  fam- 
ily. Before  his  death  he  removed  to  Hing- 
ham,  Mass.,  and  died  there  March  4,  1693, 
leaving  a  will.  Makes  bequests  to  his  sons 
Andrew,  Israel,  Nathaniel,  James,  Ebenezer, 
and  heirs  of  deceased,  son  Joseph ;  to  daugh- 
ters Mary  Whitman,  Silence,  Prudence,  (wife 
of  Joseph  Lincoln),  Elizabeth    and    Sarah. 

[Joseph  Lincoln,  descendant  of  Samuel  Lin- 
coln, came  from  Hingham,  England,  to  Hing- 
ham,  Mass.,  in  the  same  ship  with  John  Tower  in 
the  year  1637.  Abraham  Lincoln  was  a  direct 
descendant  of  Samuel  Lincoln,  and  the  descend- 
ant of  John  Tower,  and  Samuel  Lincoln  became 
linked  in  marriage  in  1715.  Joseph  Lincoln, 
descendant  of  Samuel  Lincoln,  became  linked  in 
marriage  with  Prudence,  daughter  of  Andrew 
Ford,  in  1685,  thus  our  relations  to  Abraham 
Lincoln  the  Emancipator  is  established.] 

Andrew  Ford  (2nd),  son  of  Andrew  (1st), 


and  Elinor  (Lovell)  Ford,  was  born  in  Wey- 
mouth, Mass.,  1658,  married  Abiah  1680, 
(records  do  not  show  her  parentage).  They 
removed  from  Weymouth  to  Abington,  Mass., 
1681;  was  one  of  the  first  settlers.  Died 
there  Aug.  24,  1725,  leaving  a  will,  be- 
queathed to  son  Andrew,  grandson  Hezekiah 
Ford,  grand  daughter  Ruth,  daughters  Sarah, 
Joslin,  Thankfull,  Abiah  Vearse  and  Lydia 
Whitmarsh ;  grandsons  Andrew  Ford,  Jacob 
Ford,  Andrew  Vearse,  and  to  Silence  Staple. 
(His  son  Hezekiah  died  before  his  father). 

Hezekiah  Ford  (3d)  son  of  Andrew  (2nd) 
and  (Abiah)  Ford,  was  born  in  Abington, 
Mass.,  April  3,  1687;  married  Ruth  Whit- 
marsh in  Abington,  1712,  She  was  born 
March  18,  1691,  Vv^as  the  daughter  of  Eben- 
ezer  Whitmarsh  who  was  the  grandson  of 
John  Whitmarsh  Senior,  who  came  from  Eng- 
land in  the  same  ship  with  the  Lovells,  John 
Ford  and  the  Kingmans  in  1635.  Their  chil- 
dren were : 

Hezekiah,  born  1713;  Ruth,  1715;  Mary, 

1717.  Was  one  of  the  selectmen  of  the  to"\vn 
in  1720. 

Hezekiah  Ford  (3d)  married  (2nd)  Sarah 
Magoon.  Their  child  was  James,  born  1721. 
He  died  before  his  father,  leaving  a  will 
dated  Nov.  17,  1721,  probated  Jan.  1,  1722. 
He  bequeathed  to  his  second  wife,  Sarah,  son 
Hezekiah,    daughter   Ruth     and    asked    his 


brother,  Andrew  Ford,  to  be  his  executor. 

Hezekiah  Ford  (4th)  son  of  Hezekiah  (3d) 
and  Ruth  Whitmarsh)  Ford,  was  born  m 
Abington,  Mass.,  1713;  married  Deborah 
Beats  m  Abington,  Mass.,  1734.  Their  chil- 
dren were  Hezekiah,  born  1734 ;  Amos,  1735 ; 
Deborah,  1738 ;  Huldah,  1740 ;  Abiah,  1742. 

He  was  a  lieutenant  in  the  army,  moved  to 
Cummington,  Mass.,  June  20,  1774;  died 
there  1775,  and  is  buried  on  Cummington 
Hill.,  Mass. 

Hezekiah  Ford  (5th),  son  of  Hezekiah 
(4th),  and  Deborah  (Beats)  Ford,  was  bom 
in  Abington,  Mass.,  1734;  married  Sarah 
Fisher  in  Abington,  Mass.,  Jan.  5,  1759.  Their 
children  were.  Hezekiah,  born  Dec.  29,  1759 ; 
Hulda,  1762;  Sarah,  1764;  Amos,  1766;  Hul- 
dah, 1769;  Chloe,  1772;  Ruth,  1774;  died 
1850. 

He  was  in  the  French  and  Indian  war,  also 
in  the  war  of  the  Revolution ;  was  in  the  bat- 
tle of  Ticonderoga.  He  made  nails  by  hand 
for  building  purposes,  moved  to  Cumming- 
ton, Mass.,  June  20,  1774 ;  died  there  Feb.  8, 
1826. 

Hezekiah  Ford  (6th)  son  of  Hezekiah 
(5th)  and  Sarah  (Fisher)  Ford,  was  born  in 
Abington,  Mass.,  Dec.  29,  1759.  He  moved 
to  Cummington  with  his  father  and  grand- 
father, June  20,  1774,  (at  15  years  of  age). 
He  took  part  in  the  war  of  the  Revolution; 


married  Hulda  Cobb  iu  Cummington,  Mass., 
Jan.  23,  1787.  He  moved  to  Cleveland,  Ohio, 
Oct.  3,  1842,  and  lived  with  his  son  Cyrus. 
Died  at  East  Cleveland,  Ohio,  Dec.  19,  18-48. 
They  were  the  parents  of  nine  children.

Ansel  Ford  (Tth)  son  of  Hezekiah  and  Hul- 
da  (Cobb)  Ford,  was  born  in  Cummington, 
Mass.,  June  27,  1788;  married  Deborah  Tower 
of  Cummington,  Mass.,  June  7,  1807.  He 
worked  mostly  at  farming  and  carpentering. 
He  soon  had  a  large  family  to  support  and  to 
save  anything  from  his  labor  were  discourag- 
ing, but  observing  that  many  energetic  peo- 
ple were  going  westward  to  build  up  new 
homes  in  a  country  which  had  heretofore 
been  uninhabited  by  white  men,  he  started 
west  with  his  wife,  and  younger  children  in 
the  hope  of  gaining  a  home  which  nature  and 
well-being  demands.  He  arrived  in  Gorham, 
Lucas  county,  Ohio,  (now  *Fulton  county, 
Ohio)  in  the  spring  of  1841,  with  only  $5  in 
money.  He  purchased  120  acres  of  heavy 
timbered  land  from  which  he  soon  began  to 
realize  the  hopes  of  his  ambition.  He  died 
December  21,  1858.

A  Short  History  of  Cummington,  Mass. 
at  An  Early  Day. 


The  State  of  Massachusetts  sold  to  John 
Cummings,  in  the  year  1762,  a  tract  of  land 
for  £1,800,  which  included  the  township  of 
Cummington  and  more  land.  During  the  first 
years  of  settlement  measures  were  taken  to 
induce  parties  to  purchase  land  and  build 
liere.  In  September.  1764,  the  owners  of  the 
town  agreed  to  give  Charles  Prescott  one 
hundred  acres  of  land  if  he  would  build  a 
saw-mill  on  the  north  end  of  lot  No.  45.  This 
was  the  first  mill  in  the  town,  but  being  back 
as  it  Avas  on  the  hills  it  soon  gave  way  to  the 
more  substantial  and  easily  accessible  mills 
built  on  the  Westfield  river,  now  Cumming- 
ton Village.  The  town  was  incorporated  in 
1779.  The  foundation  of  the  old  mill  can  yet 
be  seen  and  a  few  rods  from  it  is  a  clear  spot 
of  ground  of  a  few  rods  square  with  a  hollow 
place  in  the  center,  now  grassed  over.  Near- 
by are  a  few  old  apple  trees  with  moss-cov- 
ered limbs,  and  an  old  lilac  bush.    This  is  all 


that  now  marks  the  spot  where  Ansel  Ford 
lived  after  he  married  Deborah  Tower;  a 
majority  of  their  children  were  born  here. 
What  was  once  his  farm  and  productive  is 
now  grown  up  to  heavy  timber,  but  the  hills, 
rocks  and  hollows,  and  the  brook  that  used  to 
run  the  mill  is  still  there.  Well  up  on  the 
hill  from  the  village  of  Cummington,  and  be- 
fore you  get  to  the  place  where  the  mill  was, 
is  a  large  stone  chimney.  Here  is  where  Ilez- 
ekiah  Ford  (6th)  lived,  and  where  Ansel 
Ford  was  born,  and  about  one-fourth  of  a 
mile  beyond  the  foundation  of  the  mill  was 
an  old  house.  Twenty-five  years  ago  it  was 
brown  and  weather-worn,  but  having  still 
about  it  many  marks  of  its  old-time  beauty. 
It  is  known  as  the  old  Stephen  Tower  place. 
The  house  stood  on  a  steep  hill-side  so  that 
the  rear  door  entered  the  second  storj^  Step- 
ping inside  I  found  four  large  rooms  each 
with  a  large  open  fire-place.  In  the  kitchen 
a  large  bake  oven.  In  one  room  I  saw  the 
name  of  Anna  Tower,  in  another  Stephen 
Tower.  He  was  once  the  owner  of  the  place. 
He  built  the  house  in  1784  and  hauled  the 
lumber  from  Dalton,  a  distance  of  twenty 
miles,  with  a  yoke  of  oxen.     The  nails  used 


in  building  the  house  were  hand-made,  and 
said  to  have  been  made  by  Heziah  Ford  (the 
5th).  In  its  day  it  was  one  of  the  finest 
farms  in  the  town.  The  big,  old  house  with 
its  large  chimney,  stood  firm  on  its  founda- 
tion, and  overlooked  the  little  valley  below. 
About  it  in  its  day  were  several  out-buildings 
and  two  large  barns,  one  now  standing  and 
the  foundations  of  the  other  buildings  can 
yet  be  seen.  One  year  ago,  one  room  on  the 
first  floor  and  one  in  the  basement  of  the  old 
house  were  still  hanging  to  the  old  chimney ; 
the  balance  of  the  house  was  torn  down  and 
taken  away.  Three  generations  of  Towers 
lived  in  this  house.  The  farm  is  now  aban- 
doned, a  part  of  it  being  used  for  pasture, 
and  it  can  be  truthfully  said  that  these  farms 
once  fed  some  of  the  highest  intellectual  life 
in  the  State. 
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
